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Mise Angie Fuller's rather sarcastic 
and rather absurd comments on the 
gymrjasium that is being built for the 
boys of the National College, is so 
much opposed to our own way of 
thinking that we can not refrain from 
saying a little on the subject 

In the first place, the argument 
that constant practice in the sign- 
language is in itself a gymnastic ex 
ercise too violent to be indulged in 
with impunity, is utterly ridiculous. 
The fact th;* f the hearing and 

speaking teachers of deaf-mutes I 
as they advance in yearn, diinii; 
vitality, which can be ascribed to us- 
ing Higna constantly, i« a very unlog- 
ical inference. It is not the sign-Ian 
guage that sucks the vitality from our 
pedagogues, but the constant worry. 
The same is the case with teacher* in 
our common schools. 

The use ot the sign-language may 
develop the muscles of the arms, but 
there is very little other physical bene- 
fit to be derived from it, and assured- 
ly no physical harm. As to the <U«- 
68*68 which caused deafness having a 
hold on the system and demanding a 
quiet, gentle exercise only to insure 
bodily health, we will relate our own 
experience. About seven years ago, 
only a few months after becoming 
deaf, we became a member of the 
Young Mens Christian Association, at- 
tached to whose rooms in 23d I 
and 4th Avenne, New York City, is a 
first-class gymnasium. Here, while 
we had not yet recovered from that 
dread disease, cerebrQ-spinal-tnemn- 
gitiSy we were put through a systematic 
course of gymnastic traininpffor about 
three years, and to that training we 
ascribe our health and strength of to- 
day. When we first began to exer- 
cise, we could not walk in a straight 
line in broad daylight, but now, 
thanks to gymnastics, we venture to 
say that few semi-mutes can maintain 
tbeir equilibrium with as much ease 
under all circumstances. 

The extract from tl 
practically refutes what the writer at 
tempts to prove. The very fact that 
H*«Wi is an " all around man " is to 
be attributed to a variety of exercises, 
which is one of the advantages 
which the gymnasium will afford. 
The pre supposition that the swimming 
bath will be filled with stagnant water 
which will swish around the slimy 
sides, clearly shows a one sidedness 
which subjects reason to prejudice. 
We have not read what t r has 

said on the subject, but believe their 
opinion will not differ, to any great 
extent from our own. In conclusion, 
although we would be glad to see a 
college established for our silent sis- 
ters, we are of the opinion that much 
good will come from the gymnasium, 
and while condoling with the latter, 
we congratulate the boys on their 
food fortune.

Mind i>\ Matter. 

When I went to see Laura Brldg- 
man some years ago, I became more 
than ever convinced that the loss of 
one or even several of the senses, 
need not greatly interfere with the 
action atod working of a bright and 
energetic mind. It really seems, from 
some of the examples with which the 
biographical annals of England and 
our own country have furnished us, 
that the ingenuouH mind refaeef tb 
Bolntely to be " cribbrd. e:ihined and 
confined, " within the darkened win- 
dows of lost senses, if the least loop- 
bole be left as an outlook for it. It 
is lilo 

"An infant OTjiOg in tlie night, 
An infant crying for Uh ^ght,' , 

constantly, and as constantly 
ing new modes of outgrowth 
pansion and expression to replace the 
B common ones of which it hart 
been deprived; Nay, even as good 
metal is polished by constant friction, 
and certain materials becoihe more 
flexible from constant bending, even 
so the mind seems to grow in flexibili- 
ty and in brightness, ii constantly ex- 
ercised in overcoming obstacles. 

This is a truth which ought to 
cheer and inspire the deaf and dumb, 
who are striving to acquire a correct 
use of language. Theirs is a difti 
cult task ; but let them remember 
how much has been accomplished in 
this way by continued effort. Once a 
proper mode of expression is fixed in 
the memory, it should be constantly 
used and no slip-shod expressions be 
allowed when spelling on the fingers 
or writing. 

The sign language is truly the mo- 
t In r tongue of all who learn it previ- 
ous to beooming eoqoaioted with 

written speech, which must then be 
regarded as a foreign language ; for 
the same labor and trouble are neces* 
sary to enable a deaf mute to acquire 
even a decently fair knowledge of 
correctly written English, as is re- 
quired of a foreigner to learn our 
language. Hut lot all remember that 
it is in their power to acquire a right 
Of written language and do all 
they can to fix the best method of 
pression in their minds. Once that is 
done, the task is comparatively easy. 

The great obstacle appears to be 
that when the deaf ami dumb have 
acquired the sign-language, their na- 
tural fluency in it ana the ease with 
which they can exchange ideas, leads 
then <o neglect th< arduous 

tafck of learning to write English cor- 
rectly.

The present week has been ft memo 
rial out' in the history of the city of 
Columbus, and will long be remem- 
bered by her residents as an occasion 
of great interest. 

Sunday witnessed the consecration 
of Dr. John A. Watterson as Bishop 
of the Catholic Diocese of Columbus, 
and the affair brought to the city 
thousands of people from over the 
State and elsewhere. In the ftfter 
noon, there was a Street parade of the 
societies con i M<- ted with the Chureh, 
and was witnessed by enormous 
crowds. 

On Tuesday, a grand He-union of 
the surviving soldiers and sailors of 
the late war, was begun here and last- 
ed three days. Tents were pitched 
out at the fair grounds, and here the 
heroes of many a conflict fought their 
battles over again. 

There was speech making by pro 
minent persons, ftmong whom were 
President Hayes and General Sher- 
man, A dozen or more regiments had 
their headquarters at the Institution, 
the two playrooms having been put in 
order for their use. 

The city was never so gorgeously 
attired as she ha* been the present 
week. High Street was the chief at 
traction, nearly every building thereon 
being literally covered with flags, bun- 
ting* etc. 

The Institution, under the super 
vision of Superintendent Fay, was 
handsomely decorated for the toe* 
sion. Ropes, Upon which were hung 
numberless little flags, from the sum- 
mit of the main tower were extended 
to the other side, also two lines of 
flags from the same place* were stretch- 
ed to tiie front grounds, one line on 
each side of the fountain. hVom the 
centre of eaeh of the towers floated a 
large flag, with smaller ones at the 
four corners. Bunting from the c« n 
tral dormer windows was suspended, 
and reached down to the ground on 
each side of the portico. The Insti 
tution, on the whole, appeared to good 
advantage, and during the three days, 
thousands of visitors passed through 
the building.
